Mrs. VV. P. Russell Writes About the 
Climate and Conditions in New Mexico 


A nthony, N. M., Feb. 20, 1914.- 
Dear Messenger and friends of W o n ­ 
derful W ise and Delightful Decatur: 
W ill try and write you a few lines 
a* there are so many th at I would 
like to write to th a t I know I can n o t 
reach hut thro u g h the Messenger. 
I will first tell you of the climate 
here. 
It is a perfect d ream for win­ 
ter weather, such b rig ht sunny days 
and frosty nights that m ake one feel 
fine when they get up in the morning. 
Oh, the g r a n d e u r of the m ountains 
in the Mesilla valley! 
They somehow 
help me to k n o w h o w big is God. 
One can find peace an d happiness, 
peace and strength, too. 
I am visiting at the ra n c h of Jam es 
B ro o k s, who m arried Kiltie Holmes. 
On the ranch i* a la rg e alfalfa farm 
which stays g r e e n ail winter. 
They 
feed the stock nothing Out alfalfa. 
Cows g e t so fat th a t when they sell 
one to the butcher the beef is too fat 
to eat. 
And it is one of the g r e a t e s t 
chicken countries in the world. 
No 
rains, th a t is, no h a r d ruins like we 
have in o u r country; 
no dew*; 
no 
‘‘v a r m in ts ” to m o l e s t them, 
i was 
on a chicken ranch yesterday where 
they had 7 hundred Brown Leghorn 
Chickens. 
They g ath er twenty dozen 
eggs per day for which 
they 
find 
r e a d y s a l e at forty cents a dozen the 
year round, and broiler's fifty cents 
each. 
All kinds or fruit do well here and 
it keeps s o nicely when c an n ed on ac­ 
count of the dry weather. 
Apples 
and potatoes keep all winter. 
This 
is going to be the finest country in the 
world when they get all the water they 
want. 
They will 
soon 
be 
putting 
water on the fields for the first crop 
of alfalfa. 
They have g re a t ditches 
th ro u g h which the water passes from 
the g re a t 
Rio 
G ran d e. 
L and 
is 
worth $200 an acre now. 
They raise 
tine c r o p s of hay for which they get 
$14 to $18 per ton, and 
when the 
gre a t Elephant Butte dam is finished 
it will increase the yield so much that 
land will be selling at $500 an acre. 
They work Mexicans on the ranches 
and so obedient and in d ustrious as 
they are! 
So much more likable than 
the negroes, they have g re a t rever­ 
ence tor white women and would no 
more molest here than an y th in g in the 
world. 
And in 
all this beautiful 
valley 
with its g r a n d m ountians there i s n ’t 
a ch u rch building of any denom ina 
tion except the C atholic 
churches; 
the Mexicans all 
belong 
to 
that 
church. 
This place is twenty miles from El 
Paso, T exas, on the S a n ta Fe ra il­ 
r o a d and is twenty-four miles from 


L as Cruces which is the county seat 
of this county. 
The big dam is a b o u t 
a hundred miles n o rth of here and 
they say it is a b o u t half done but 
will be finished in the next year. 
It 
will hold hack water to use in i r r i ­ 
gating1 and will he the biggest tank or 
reservo ir in the world. 
I d o n ’t know­ 
how many g allo n s it holds hut it will 
he three hundred feet deep a g a in st 
the dam and back the river up forty- 
five miles. 
The water in will be 
drawn th ro u g h big gates into 
big 
ditches that will c a r r y it down the 
valley to the lands that are now d ry , 
and where it i* d ra w n out thev will 
have electric m achinery that will s u p ­ 
ply light and power to the people of 
the valley. 
They will do the same 
thing where there are falls in the big 
ditches and it will be used where the 
| other power from the dam does not 
reach. 
I he prices of lan d that I have m en­ 
tioned are all for land that is very 
much improved but the land th at is 
not so well 
put in can he bought 
much cheaper. 
Som e of the land here 
is in big bodies that will have to he 
cut up and sold because the g o v e r n ­ 
ment, which is building the darn, will 
not let any one h av e m ore than forty 
acres 
u n le s s 
they 
were 
here 
and 
signed up their lands before this year. 
These people will be 
allowed 
to 
hold Kit) acres, hut from what I can 
see that is too much to take care of 
and 
more than one 
would 
need. 
When these big bodies of land 
cut up and sold it will be on 
time and easy terms for they 
lots of people to come in and m ake 
their homes here. 
'I’iie big dam an d all of the big 
ditches and water power is to belong 
to the people themselves after it is 
paid back to the government. 
They 
say it will he paid for by a sum every 
y e a r without interest an d they think 
the water power and the rent they 
will get out of the electric power will 
go a long way tow ard p ay in g for the 
work. 
Anyway, after the dam 
is 
paid for this 
power will keep the 
whole thing g o ing and may give each 
owner of the land a little hit over. 
'I’he time to pay for it is now ten 
years, but they are g o ing to pass a 
law to allow the settlers and land 
owners to pay a little down and then 
give them live y e a rs to make a n o th er 
paym ent and from then on it will be 
fifteen years until it is all paid up. 
I ra th e r think th a t the governm ent is 
try in g to 
give the p o o r people a 
chance here -almost 
as 
good 
as 
T e x a s has done.
